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THE  PARTITION  OF  HUNGARY. 


Hungary  does  not  possess  any  province  conquered 
by  the  sword.  Her  frontiers  have  not  changed  for  ten 
centuries.  The  country  is  inhabited  by  the  Hungarians 
or  Magyars,  who  established  themselves  there  in  the 
Xth  century  and  by  other  races  of  which  only  the 
Slovaks  are  autochthones.  The  Germans  immigrated 
as  colonists.  The  Serbs  came  as  refugees  from  the 
persecutions  of  the  Turks.  The  origin  of  the  Ru- 
manians is  uncertain.  Some  say  they  are  the  descen- 
dants of  Roman  legionaries  and  their  barbarian  sub- 
jects, others  think  them  to  have  sprung  from  a tribe 
of  Apulian  shepherds;  it  is  a fact  that  the  Rumanians 
lived  during  eight  centuries  as  semi-nomads. 

Life  and  time  mingled  these  races  incessantly.  Their 
mingling  was  accentuated  during  theXVlllth  century. 
The  mountaineers  descended  on  the  plains  which  had 
been  depopulated  by  the  Turks.  Husbandmen  arrived 
from  Austria,  from  Germany,  from  Italy,  from  the  Bal- 
kans and  even  from  Lorraine,  in  order  to  cultivate 
the  deserted  fields.  And  as  one  finds  in  many  a land 
side  by  side  Protestant,  Catholic,  Jew  and  orthodox, 
similarly  one  found  in  Hungary  in  the  same  region 
members  of  five  or  six  nationalities. 

Until  1830  they  lived  in  good  understanding.  Only 
the  differences  of  class  separated  them.  The  nobles 
whether  Magyars,  Germans,  Rumanians,  Serbs  or 
Slovaks  enjoyed  the  same  privileges ; the  serfs  of  these 
races  were  subject  to  the  same  bondage.  The  Hun- 
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garian  nobles  have  been  paramount  in  combatting 
these  injustices.  Their  effort  gained  for  the  Hungarians 
the  esteem  of  every  free  nation.  But  the  court  of 
Vienna,  allied  with  that  of  Petersburg,  availed  itself  of 
the  Slavs  to  crush  the  Hungarians  who  rose  against 
autocracy.  It  was  for  this  reason  that  their  great  leader, 
Kossuth,  was  opposed  to  the  Slavs.  But  in  his  ban- 
ishment he  recognised  the  necessity  of  reconciling 
all  the  races  of  the  Danube  and  to  unite  them  in  a 
confederation  in  which  all  would  be  free  and  equal. 
Kossuth,  however,  could  not  prevail  against  the  Euro- 
pean reaction;  he  died  at  Turin  without  having  realised 
his  generous  projects.  But  Francis  Deak  succeeded 
in  reconstructing  Hungary.  This  upright  broadminded 
intellect  neglected  nothing  in  order  to  assure  the  equal- 
ity of  the  various  races,  desiring  to  establish  the  unity 
of  his  country  to  the  satisfaction  and  with  the  free 
assentment  off  all. 

In  the  Hungary  thus  reconstructed,  Vienna  however, 
kept  to  itself  the  direction  of  international  affairs.  In 
order  to  conduct  them  free  of  control,  the  court  handed 
over  Hungary  to  a gang  of  politicians.  There  was  a 
sort  of  tacit  understanding  between  the  courtiers  of 
Vienna  and  the  ministers  of  Budapest:  «We  will  act 
as  it  pleases  us  in  foreign  affairs;  you  will  do  as  you 
like  at  home. » 

The  peoples  of  Hungary  were  the  victims. 

They  fled  by  millions  over- seas,  leaving  the 
motherland  where  the  soil  was  inaccessible  to  the 
peasant,  where  the  state  remained  for  them  a merciless 
and  careless  warden.  Amongst  the  laboring  classes 
there  was  equality  of  suffering  among  all  the  races. 
Of  the  middle -classes  the  non-magyars  endured 
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more.  The  governmental  coterie,  under  the  pretext 
that  the  magyar  character  of  the  state  required  it,  re- 
served the  places  and  appointments  to  its  adherents. 
This  chauvinism,  which  is  always  made  up  half  of 
ignorance  and  half  selfishness,  manifested  itself  with 
equal  force  in  the  countries  bordering  on  Hungary. 
Great  activity  was  shown  in  poisoning  the  legitimate 
discontent  of  the  nationalities  of  Hu-ngary,  with  the 
hope  of  making  use,  when  the  day  should  arrive,  of 
the  faults  of  the  rulers  of  Hungary,  to  extend  their 
own  domination  to  that  country’s  detriment. 

In  such  condition  were  the  peoples  of  Hungary 
when  they  were  surprised  by  the  war.  Their  country 
could  only  lose  in  a European  conflict.  If  Germany  had 
triumphed  she  would  have  enslaved  Hungary.  In  case 
Germany  was  to  be  vanquished,  Hungary  risked  to  be 
dragged  down  with  her  in  her  fall.  To  its  great  mis- 
fortune the  Hungarian  people  found  itself  under  the 
weight  of  a threefold  constraint:  the  military  power  of 
Berlin,  the  authority  of  the  Viennese  court  and  finally 
the  domination  of  the  government-clan  which  held 
sway  at  Budapest  and  which  was  made  absolute  master 
of  life  and  death  by  the  unrestricted  powers  necessi- 
tated by  war.  These  destroyers  of  men  sacrificed  mil- 
lions of  Hungarians  for  the  sake  of  a foreign  and 
execrable  cause. 

As  soon  as  the  Hungarian  people  felt  that  this 
threefold  pressure  was  weakening,  they  revolted  and 
threw  down  their  arms. 

All  the  nations  are  signatories  to  the  declaration  of 
the  rights  of  peoples.  The  Hungarians,  trusting  in  the 
power  of  these  ideas,  felt  sure  that  the  victor  would 
say  to  the  different  races  of  Hungary: 
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. Decide  yourself,  which  appeals  to  you  more  strong- 
ly: the  memories  of  many  centuries  of  life  in  common 
or  the  revenge  for  wrongs  suffered  these  last  forty 

years? 

«It  is  for  you  to  determine.* 

But  things  happened  quite  differently. 

Thanks  to  the  victory  of  the  Allies,  the  Hungarians 
could  finally  shake  off  the  German  yoke,  the  Austrian 
tutelage  and  the  oligarchy  which  abused  the  peoples 
without  distinction  of  nationality.  The  Hunprians  were 
free  to  return  to  their  true  traditions  which  made  it 
possible  to  the  nationalities  to  live  together  in  happy 
concord  without  any  thought  of  separation,  during  a 
long  series  of  centuries. 

And  behold!  To-day  her  neighbours  say  to  this 
exhausted  nation: 

« Every  inch  of  your  territory  where  the  same 
tongue  is  spoken  as  mine  belongs  to  me!  This  land 
is  mine  because  there  are  some  of  my  cousins  who 
inhabit  it!  I take  this  country  from  you  because  in 
times  of  yore  my  persecuted  brethren  found  refuge 

there ! » 

This  is  to-day  the  fate  which  threatens  Hungary. 
The  faults  with  which  the  victim  was  heretofore 
reproached  serve  as  a pretext  for  perpetrating  against 
her  evena  still  greater  injustice. 

« Let  us  take  all  we  can  1 * say  her  greedy  neigh- 
bours. « There  will  always  be  time  enough  to  act  as  if 
we  really  care  to  take  the  votes  of  our  new  subjects. 
Is  not  the  bayonet  the  most  infallible  electoral  agent? » 

And  even  if  a plebiscite  had  been  taken,  could  it 
be  valid  elsewhere  than  in  homogeneous  countries? 
Nevertheless  the  greatest  part  of  Hungary  consists  of 


regions  with  mixed  populations  where  three  or  four 
races  live  intermingled. 

If  the  principle  of  nationality  consists  in  permitting 
the  vote  of  one  hundred  thousand  and  one  persons, 
to  eradicate  one  hundred  thousand  others,  or  else  to 
crush  three  races  in  order  to  improve  the  position  of 
one,  this  principle  then  is  a detestable,  nefarious  and 
reactionary  one  and  in  flagrant  opposition  to  the  free 
disposal  of  peoples.  Is  there  a less  democratic,  nay, 
even  more  anti- democratic  procedure  than  the  one, 
which,  in  order  to  increase  the  power  of  one  nation, 
deprives  of  its  language,  of  its  customs,  of  its  econo- 
mic frame  a nearly  equally  important  group  of  men? 
The  nationalist  tyranny  is  not  democracy!  This  pro- 
cedure flows  from  the  same  source  as  bolshevism! 
There  is  no  difference  whatever  between  the  dicta- 
torship of  the  proletariat  and  that  of  nationalist  majori- 
sation. 

Consult  the  annexed  map,  peruse  these  figures  and 
remember  Poland! 

They  try  to  make  you  believe  that  everywhere  in 
Hungary  the  invaders  were  received  with  tears  of  joy. 
In  truth,  for  each  one  who  rejoices,  there  are  three 
who  hold  their  tongues  in  order  that  their  lives  be 
spared. 

When  Frederic,  Catherine  and  Maria  Theresa  dis- 
membred  Poland,  there  were  also  chroniclers  who 
annouced  that  the  inhabitants  welcomed  the  Prussians, 
Russians  and  Austrians  with  flowers.  Who  doubts  any 
more  to-day  that  these  flowers  were  not  of  blood  and 
tears.  They  brought  no  advantage  to  those  who 
gathered  them,  nor  to  the  tranquillity  of  Europe,  nor  to 
the  cause  of  progress  and  liberty.
